throw its support to the police of 
ficer.

Sources here in Dixon are whis 


pering that this case goes deeper 
The story is that Sterling big-wigs 
are somewhat irked because Lt 
Templeton hasn't cooperated in the 
manner to which they have become 
accustomed. Sterling, they say, has 
been in the habit of considering 
the state police as their private 
police force, and have previously 
demanded, and received, state, po- 
lice escort for every purpose you 
could imagine. Last summer, dur- 
ing some civic affair, city officials 
requested 15 state patrolmen. Lt. 
Templeton, it is reported, trimmec 
that figure to what he considered 
to be the required amount. This led 
to, considerable animosity. 


Lt. Templeton has taken the 


\ view that the district force be- 


longs to ALL the district and has 
assigned his patrols accordingly. 
We don't profess to know what 
constitute* an adequate patrol for 
any given event, but we do know 
that Dixon has been well treated 
by the state police, more so, we 
are told, than they have been 
Accustomed in the past.

Two out of three persons in- 


dicted yesterday by the Jan- 
uary term of the Lee county 
grand jury were arraigned to- 
day before Judge 
Robert 


Bracken, circuit court. 


Robert E. Brown, Grand Detour, 


pleaded not guilty to the charge 'of 
reckless homicide in the death of 
Ray C. Smith, Rt. 2, Oregon, in an 
automobile accident. 


Gerald Trotter, 21, Dixon, was 


instructed not to plead until he had 
consulted an attorney on an indict- 
ment on a charge of larceny re- 
turned againht him by the Jury. 


Brown was charged with having 


caused the- death of Smith, a pas- 
senger in his car, when he collided 
with another driven by Gene Burn- 
er, 1049 Highland av. ,on Rt. 2, 
about two miles northeast of Dix- 
on on Dec. 23. 


Wrong Lane? 


In the indictment, Brown was 


said to have been traveling in the 
wrong lane when his car collided 
with that of Burner's. 


Trotter, who had no money to 


hire a lawyer, was assigned Walter 
Stevens, public defender, to repre- 
sent him. His case was continued 
until Jan. 12, when he will again 
be arraigned and asked to plead 
guilty or not guilty. 


The grand jury-indicted Trotter 


following his apprehension by Dix- 
on police early Saturday morning 
as he purportedly was in the act of 
burglarizing the Underwood serv- 
ice station, Dixon. 


The third person indicted by 


Monday's session of the grand jury 
which lasted from 10 a.m. to about 
2 p.m. remains at large.

Until he or she is arrested, the 


name of that person Is suppressed 
by authorities until a warrant is 
served.

them it was up to them." 


Mrs. Smith said allowing her 


daughter to take the injections 
would be a sign of weakness and 
"would show we didn't have faith." 


Dr. S. L. Wadley of the Mem- 


phis-Shelby County Health Depart- 
ment visited Mrs. Smith Monday 
to describe the terrible, wrenching 
pain of a child he saw die of rabies.

Smitn 
remained 
ada- 


mant," he said. "There's nothing 
more we can do." 


Rabies is a 100 per cent killer. 


The anti-rabies injections, how- 
ever, can prevent the disease in 
most cases if administered in time. 


It will be some lime before it 


can be certain Linda contracted 
rabies from her pet dog which 
died of the disease Monday. The 
disease sometimes develops within 
It days, or may take several 
months. 


Wadley said once Linda shows 


symptoms of rabies it will be too 
late to do anything about it. 


"We don't teach that medicine 


or doctors will send anybody to 
hell," said Newgent. "Some of my 
congregation believe in faith heal- 
ing altogether. Others don't.

Area Hit by Cold 
Blast, Snowstorm 


See Little Relief From Record 
Cold in Midivest; Snoiv Continues 


Big, fluffy snowflakes rapidly blanketed the Dixon area 


this morning as a snowstorm spread through the Midwest 
on the heels of a blast of cold that scuttled Dixon tempera- 
tures to the season's low of zero. 


The area was covered by an 


estimated two inches of snow 
by noon. As the snowfall con- 
tinued heavy, traffic hazards 
mounted on city streets and 
area highways. 


The storm was forecast to con- 


tinue tonight in not quite so cold 
temperatures. Wednesday is to be 
partly cloudy and cold with a high 
of 13. 


6 Above Tonight 


A low of 6 above was predicted 


for tonight. 


Last night the mercury dipped 


to zero at 1 a.m. The zero reading 
continued to 6 a.m., according to 
weather observers at the Public 
Service Co. 


It was 10 above at noon. 
Elsewhere in the Midwest today, 


the spreading sqowstorm began 
disrupting traffic. New snow, ex- 
tending from Montana southeast- 
ward into Iowa, Missouri and Illi- 
nois, generally was 2 to 4 inches 
deep.. 


A two inch eaily morning fall 


produced one of the worst traffic 
snarls in St. Louis since a foot of 
snow fell in-s~12~hour period In 
November of 1951. 


Snow flurries hit Chicago about 


mid-morning and the U.S. weather 
bureau forecast 2 to 3 inches would 
fall by night. 


Wide Belt 


Meanwhile, much of the Midwest 


shivered in the season's coldest 
weather. The cold belt extended 
from the Northern Rockies to the 
Northern Appalachians. 


The temperature dropped to 25 


degrees below zero at International 
Falls, Minn. Joliet, III., had a read- 
ing of 6 below and Rockford 2 be- 
low.

CHICAGO — UP) — Rodney 
Dee Brodie, the Siamese twin 
who appears to be successful- 
ly making the long pull for 
survival, underwent new plas- 
tic surgery in a two-hour op- 
eration today and "tolerated 
the procedure fairly well." 


But his separated twin brother, 


Roger Lee, remained in the deep 
coma which engulfed Him wnen 
the head-joined twins were sep- 
arated Dec. 17, his condition is 
"very precarious.".

Transfer Skin' 


A spokesman^ for th£ University 


of Illinois Medical Center said that 
in today's 
operation, skin was 


transferred from Rodney's .back to 
his forehead. 


In a similar operation 


ago 
skin was taken 


a week 


from the 


baby's forehead to provide a cover 
for 75 per cent of his naked brain. 


The spokesman said this skin 


covering,Rodney's brain is "grow- 
ing nicely." 


"This 
today's procedure was 


necessary to cover the open wound 
which remained across his fore- 
head," the spokesman said. "It 
would not have healed spontane- 
ously." 


About 25 per cent of the baby's 


head top is protected only by the 
brain's normal membranous cover 
called the dura mater . 


Plan More Grafts 


Plastic surgeons plan to cover 


the entire brain with skin grafts, 
but said the next operation prob- 
ably will not be done for "several 
weeks." 


Roger's brain still is unprotected 


by living tissue. Surgeons covered 
it with a plastic cap, metal foil and 
bandages after the operation. 


The skin graft placed on Rod- 


ney's forehead today measured 3'£ 
by 12 inches. Doctors said "several 
more" plastic proceduies must be 
taken. 


Rodney's condition still is listed 


as "critical." He will remain on 
the critical list until his brain is 
completely covered by skin, be- 
cause of the danger of infection or 
complications. 


The spokesman said theie have 


been no complications to date, 
however.

The Louisville Times-report- 
ed today that desertions from 
the. armed forces of the Unit- 
ed States have 
reached 


"alarming proportions."" 


The situation has become so bad, 


the newspaper said in a copy- 
righted article,' that a well-inform- 
ed Army colonel called It "a na- 
tional disgrace'." 


It said the wave of runaways is 


motivated, in a large number of 
cases, by the desires of young men 
to get dishonorably discharged and 
avoid service in Korea." - 


Roam Kentucky 
: 


In Kentucky alone, the article 


said, from 3,000 to 4,000 deserters 
are tracked down each year and 
other hundreds still roam the coun- 
try. 


It quoted military men as say- 


ing the situation is. proportionately 
as bad in the other 47 states. Ac- 
curate figures on the other states 
are unavailable, however, because 
the Defense department, has re* 
fused to make them public. . • 


The Times said it had learned, 


however, that since the fall of. 1950, 
the Ft. Knox stockade seldom has 
contained fewer than 400 * to 600 
prisoners, '.'practically all'of them 
deserters and AWOLs." 


Richard Harwood, "Times • staff 


writer who wrote the article,, said: • 


"As of two months ago, at/lea«t; 


700 soldiers and sailors were .hid- 
ing out in Kentucky 'cities, on 
farms and in rural communities. 
Some of them deserted;yiars?»go. 
Some of them live almost like.ani- 
mals in caves and abandoned coal 
mines.

They don't give a damn what hap- 
pens to their country.. The only 
thing they are interested in is 
themselves."

Some deserters boasted openly 


to court martial boards that their 
intention was- to .dodge combat 
duty, the Times said it was told 
by trial officers.

bushel corn yields and ho'w to get 
fields ready for them with a mini- 
mum of fun and muss were out- 
lined today by a University of Illi- 
nois agronomist. 


A. L. Lang believe! many farm- 


ers would be surprised to learn 
how easy it is to apply the «oii 
management 
practices used on 


experimental fields throughout Illi- 
nois by the university'* agronomy 
department. 


Many of .these plots h'av* aver- 


aged 100 bushels or more per acre 
over the last 10 years. 


Lang says visitors,, who- a.re al- 


ways welcome at the experimental 
fields, would find these high-yield- 
ing plots well supplied with lime- 
stone and rock'phosphate. And in 
graim systems of farming, potas- 
sium has also been applied where 
it was needed. In most livestock 
farming systems the manure is 
keeping up the available potash 
supply pretty wejl. 
- .1 


To get this program going on 


any farm, the first step, is a soil 
test. Then to get the needed mate- 
rials applied the easy way, Lang 
recommends stepping to the tele- 
phone, calling your favorite deal- 
er, and having the order trucked 
out and applied on the right field. 


Usually the farmer can get this 


job done cheaper by the trucker' 
than doing it himself. And if 
enough limestone and phosphate is 
applied, one dose can take care of 
that problem -for 8 to 15 years. 


Lang emphasizes, however, an- 


other important practice that goes 
with any good soil management 
program—the rotation of crops. 
This should be planned in a syste- 
maticTway for the entire farm, and 
include (1) enough legume acreage 
to keep up good physical condition, 
organic matter, and nitrogen sup- 
ply in the soil, and (2) crops which 
the farmer knows are high profit 
for his particular farm.

If necessary, run the 
brooder stove a few days longer to 
dry the house out. 


Give each of your baby chicks 


one-half foot of floor space in the 
brooder house.

And don't overheat the chicks. 


The usual starting temperature is 
90' F., or a little more, under the 
hover.

lett, University of Illinois agricul- 
tural economist. 


Speaking atthe Dairy Store Con- 


ference on the university campus, 
Bartlett estimated that use of milk 
for butter in 'the United States in 


1960 
would show a 38 per cent de- 


cline from 1950. 


Use of milk for ice cream is 


likely to be down 30 per cent, and 
16 per cent less will be used for 
evaporated and condensed milk, 


In contrast, Bartlett estimated 


that in 1960 we would be using 45 
per cent more milk for cheese than 
in 1950, 35 per cent more as fluid 
milk and cream and more than 
twice as much in the form of 
dried whole milk.

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Hope for Airlines to Maintain Safety 


Pace Into Age of Jets 


While U. S. military aviation was experiencing one of its 


worst safety years in history, the country's domestic commer- 
cial airlines were racking up their finest safety showing of all 
time.The airlines measure safety by computing the number of 
fatalities per 100,000 "passenger miles" flown. Their old rec- 
ord, set in 1950,- was 1.1 deaths for each 100,000 passenger 
miles in the air. The new low in 1952 was an amazing .38. 


This was accomplished despite a. sizable increase in total 


passenger mileage during the year, which fact naturally 
added considerably to the opportunities for fatal crashes. 
There was only one major mishap, costing more than 40 lives 
in the scheduled airlines' record book. 


Certainly this achievement does not mean we shall never 


again see a flurry of domestic air accidents like that which 
occurred around the Newark airport in the winter of 1951-52 
or in the rugger year 1947. But it does appear to be true 
that the gaps? between big crashes are getting longer. 


•All in aviation eagerly await the introduction of jets to 


commercial aviation, for the belief is strong- that Tfith jet- 
driven aircraft the major lines will enter a new and far bet- 
ter safety era. Experience in war and peace has shown that 
jet engines by and large are much more reliable performers, 
for they are much less-complicated than propeller engines 
and much less likely to develop serious trouble. 


Pan American World Airways already has ordered some 


commercial jets for use a 'few years hence, but the domestic 
lines have notiyet made the plunge. It can't happen too soon. 


The international carriers, incidentally, did not fare as 


well as the domestics. They had their worst safety year since 
1946. Their passenger operations were at a record high 
(about one-fourth the size of domestic operations), but 
crashes in Brazil, Puerto.Rico and elsewhere marred what 
has in recent years been a spectacular safety performance. 


Yet, all in'all, the signs of safety progress, are marked. 


Every air traveler will welcome it if the pac£ can be main- 
tained through the final days of propeller-driven airliners and 


, into the coming jet age. 
. 
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Let There Be No Compromise 


It is not particularly pleasant to have to call attention 


again and again to some of the accumulating -deficiencies of 
American life. But public-spirited men concerned for their 
country's future are left little choice. 
•, • 


As witness a'fresh report from the U. S. Office of Edu- 


cation, to the effect that the nation -will need 325,000 new 
public school classrooms this fall but will be short $4,900,- 
000,000 in* the effort to finance that construction. Only 
$5,800,000,000 of the required total will be turned up. 


Thus we have the prospect of building for next season 


just a little more than half the new schoolrooms we need to 


• accommodate our expanding public school population. What 
about the rest? 


Obviously, the remaining new students will be housed in 


old classrooms, either by jamming classes to such size that 
their educational value is diminished,"or by operating schools 
in shifts (as many now dp) to get maximum advantage from 
available space. 


The shift plan may sound like a clever expedient, but pos- 


sibly the psychologists and the highway safety specialists 
have some important reservations about sending young chil- 
dren to school in the afternoon, .to return by dark in the win- 
ter months. 


Actually, it's a limp compromise. It reflects unmistakably 


the fact that we are not paying sufficient attention to the 
education of our growing numbers of school-age youth. We 
can't get away with this kind of neglect forever. If we don't 
do something about it now, .we'll be paid back later through 
the inadequate training for life we are giving future adult 
generations.

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Blood Type 40' Considered Most Common and 
Ideal for Transfusing Into Other Types

With so many people donating 


their blood, and with increased in- 
terest in the blood because of vari- 
ous problems of childbirth and the 
like, it is not surprising that many 
questions in this field come up. 


Q—Could you settle a discussion 


by explaining blood typing? Which 
is more rare, O or AB blood? 


J.G. 


A—The blood of human beings is 


divided into various 
type* 
or 


groups, largely as a reflection of 
whether certain kinds of clotting 
reactions of the red blood cells oc- 
cur. The subject is a complicated 
one, 
but there are four standard 


blood groups called O, A. B and 
AB. 


There are more people In groups 


O and A than In the others: 45 
and 43 per cent respectively; 8 
per cent of the people are consid- 
ered to have B blood and 4 per 
cent have AB blood. People who 
have O blood are said to be "uni- 
versal donors" because their blood 
does not ordinarily cause any re- 
actfon If transfused Into those who 
have other types of blood.

"It's 
an old story that many 


hanJs are decided by the opening 
lead," writes Robert Willman, of 
New York City. "The accompany- 
ing hand is especially interesting, 
however, because the correct lead 
is very unusual and is limited to 
only one card. 


"When the handv was actually 


played, West led the deuce 'of 
clubs, dummy threw a low dia- 
mond, and East's-queen was cap- 
tured by the ace. Now declarer 
needed only to run his sure tricks 
and let nature take its course. 


"He cashed the ace of spades 


and the top hearts, and led a low 
spade to dummy's queen in order 
to run the rest of the hearts. 


"When the 'last heart was led, 


dummy saved a spade and two 
diamonds, while South saved two 
spades and the jack of clubs. West 
had to save two spades and could 
afford to keep only one other card. 
If West kept a club, dummy's jack 
of diamonds would be high; and 
if West kept a diamond, South's 
jack of clubs would be good. 


"West was correct in choosing a 


club opening, but he didn't think 
far enough ahead. The club lead 
was useless unless his partner had 
the queen, and if East had the 
queen of clubs it was vital for 
West to lead the king of clubs 
rather than a~ low club. 


"If West opens the king of clubs, 


he can later discard all of his 
clubs and save protection in dia- 
monds and spades." 


A very interesting and a very 


unusual opening lead indeed. I 
don't think that many players 
would find this opening lead in ac- 
tual play. 


I must comment also on the am- 


bitious bidding. It's hard to quar- 
rel with success, but the slam at 
no-trump was a rather poor con- 
tract. I wouldn't quarrel with any- 
body who reached a contract of 
six hearts, but in this ra.se the 
slnm at hearts would have been 
defeated by an opening diamond 
lead.

Pegler Describes Robert P. Patterson as Holding 
"Strong Sympathy for Communist Treachery"

The army announce* the award of. a scroll and $200 cash to the 


outstanding. graduate of the Infantry Officers' Candidate school at 
Fort Benning, Ga., in memory of the late Robert P. Patterson who 
wa« killed in a civil flying accident a year ago. Patterson was a 
renegadt Republican who turned New Deal bureaucrat with a atrong 
sympathy for Communist treachery. He soldiered courageously in 
the first war, but nullified any honors which he earned then by hii 
conduct in 'the Roosevelt-Truman betrayal. 


During the-.second war, Patterson seized an opportunity to make 


propaganda for the Communists who had massacred civilians, includ- 
ing many nuns and other women in Spain and, furthermore, had en- 
ticed many American young men overseas on a 
pretext that they were joining an army to defend 
freedom against Fascism. Testimony already had 
been taken by the Committee on un-American Ac- 
tivities showing that some of the' American young 
men who tried to desert or simply withdraw from 
the Soviets' foreign legion in Spain, because they 
had learned that'&ey were part of a Communist 
army, were put to death by firing squads. 


Patterson had no excuse to be ignorant of this 


fact and only a fool would concede that he was ig- 
norant of it. Nor could he have been unaware that 
the recruitment of this Soviet foreign legion in New York and the 
transportation of the, troops to Spain from New York were'organized 


violations of American law by the Communist political allies of the 
Roosevelt administration' of which he was a diligent tool. Patterson 
was a brilliant lawyer who knew not only his law but the facts of 
life and politics. Nevertheless when he was asked, probably by pre- 
arrangement, to-comment on the so-called Abraham Lincoln Brigade 
in Spain Patterson said he knew only that these troops were brave 
fighters against Fascism. 


On July 3, 1942, Patterson, as under-secretary of war, issued a 


gratuitous order absolutely vindicating one of the most dangerous, 
and, in the secret knowledge of his own department, one of the most 
notorious Communist spies in the entire "apparatus," and throwing 
protection around him. On that date a "memorandum" was -circu- 
lated on War Department stationery, addressed to Milo Perkins, the 
screw-ball swami of the Bubblehead Wallace aberration known as the 
Board of Economic Warfare, on the subject of "Nathan Gregory Sil- 
vermaster.

failed to answer. 


On Jan. 2, a year ago, soon be- 


fora his death in the crash, Pat- 
terson played the last card in his 
hand, or deck, this time as an at- 
tack on the leading anti-Commu- 
nist of the hour who had exposed 
so many of his political comrades 
in the Red regime. 


On that occasion, Patterson, as 


president of "Freedom House," a 
cell, nest or hive of political 
schemers, issued a proclamation 
demanding the repeal1 of the an- 
cient, essential privilege of par- 
liamentary immunity. 
The pur- 


pose was to make it impossible 
for Senator Joe McCarthy and 
other fighters against treason and 
enemy espionage to continue their 
exposes of his treacherous friends. 


The proclamation was put out 


by a synthetic body called "The 
Public 
Affairs 
Committee" 
of 


Freedom House, in other words a 
subdivision of a false front, .of 
which Patterson was 
chairman. 


It said "McCarthyiam" was the 
."problem child of our Democracy 
in this time of crisis" and identi- 
fied "McCarthyism" as "irrespon- 
sible, statements." 


Patterson said 
> "McCarthyism" 


had done great harm to the na- 
tion by demoralizing government 
employe!, driving competent men 
from the government service and 
intimidating persons of "unortho- 
dox" or pro-Communist, views. 


This was consistent with the 


Communist party line. 


As a lawyer, Patterson knew he 


could not intelligently attack con- 
gressional- immunity per se'so he 
dirtied up his text with typical 
Communist 
propaganda, 
setting 


up a proposition that "good faith" 
and 
"willful 
libel!' 
were 
set 


apart by recognizable, legal dif- 
ferences. 
This of course, was 


ihier casuistry t«. Patterson .well 
knew when he put the worda to- 
gether. 


The New York Timei, reporting 


in* award to the Benning infantry

by "a 


group of friends of the former *ec- 
retary of war and jurist, headed 
by Maj.-Gen. Julius Ochs Adler,

The Times has opposed the en- 


emies of Communism and of the 
New Deal theology with a zeal as 
great as McCarthy's to the con- 
trary and with a contempt for 
truth as deep as that which it im- 
putes to Joe. It has recently been 
advocating a departure which it 
calls "interpretive" reporting of 
events.

There is nothing in the regula- 


tions to compel any patriotic, self- 
respecting officer to submit to this 
affront to his honor. It is incon- 
ceivable that the army would 
have the gall to trouble any de- 
cent American who should pub- 
licly tell Maj-Gen. Julius Ochs 
Adler to keep his lousy scroll and 
lousy $200.

Antonio said he would appear be- 
fore the State Board of Pardons 
and Paroles in Austin today to 
appeal for a commutation of the 
death sentence. 


Reads Bible 


Miers, meanwhile, sat in death 


row reading his Bible and writing 
letters. 


iMost letters were to members of 


the congregation of the Calvary 
Missionary, church at San Antonio, 
where for two months prayers 
have been offered night and day 
that Miers' life would be spared. 


'But some of the letters were to 


pretty Glenda Clark, 23, who said 
'she was with the condemned slayer 
tHe night of March 8, 1951, when 
they attempted to rob a San An- 
tonio service station. Miers scuf- 
fled with A. J. Sendemer, who tried 
to stop the holdup, and Sendemer 
was killed. 


The Goree prison matron, Mrs. 


Frank Dobbs, told a reporter Miss 
Clark had professed love for Miers 
and -quoted her as saying she hoped 
"if things turned out right" to 
marry the youthful slayer. The 
girl, serving a five-year sentence 
tor her part in the slaying, will 
not talk to newsmen. Miers has 
told reporters he loves Miss Clark. 


I 
"Will Not Cease" 


The Rev. Frank StribHng, Cal- 


vary Missionary pastor, said last 
night that prayers for Miers "will 
not cease until all hope is gone." 
More than 2,000 continuous hours 
have been spent in prayer since 
last October. About 60 members of 
the church are doing most of the 
praying, Stribling said, with sever- 
al praying in one and two-hour 
shifts. 


"Bob's conversion is genuine," 


the pastor said. "He is just now 
ready to live since he has found a 
new hope and faith in Christ."

Approximately $7,000,000 worth 


of road improvements are slated 
for the northeast corner of Illinois 
during 1953 with $450,000 worth of 
construction in Lee county. 


The announcement of the local 


improvements was made today by 
M. M. Memlcr, district engineer 
for the Illinois division of high- 
ways. 


According to Memlcr, the two 


major Lee county construction jobs 
concern 111. Rt. 2 and Rt. 26. 


The program for construction in 


the county include the widening of 
Rt. 2 from the northeast corner of 
Dixon to the curve of the cement 
plant, a distance of 1.16 miles. 


That section of the highway, now 


two lanes, will be widened to four 
lanes ,said Memlcr. Cost of the 
project is estimated at $250.000. 


v 
New Bridge 


A new overhead bridge above the 


Illinois Central railroad tracks on 
Rt. 26, south of Dixon, is also 
slated for the county. 


The improvement includes a .26 


mile stretch of new pavement in 
addition to the new bridge. 


The area was the scene of an 


automobile accident that took the 
lives of two teenagers on Oct. 18. 


Surrounding counties are also 


included in the 1953 improvement 
program. 


Ogle county will get three new 


bridges south of Oregon at a cost 
Of $140,000. 


The state will widen the Mill 


Creek bridge west of Byron at an 
estimated cost of $70,000. 


On 111. Rt. 2, a new bridge will be 


constructed over the Leaf river 
north of Oregon. A one mile stretch 
of new pavement is included at a 
cost of approximately 5270,000. 


One of the largest single improve' 


ments includes the widening of U. 
S. Rt. 51 extending from the Win 
nebago-Ogle county line south to 
Rochelle. 


Widen Road 


The highway there will be wid- 


ened to 24 feet and reinforced with 
bituminous concrete for a distance 
of 15.2 miles, said Memler. 


A new bridge will be construct 


ed on 111. Rt. 78, south of Morrison, 
Whiteside county, at a cost to the 
taxpayer of $100,000. 


On U. S. Rt. 30, from Morrison 


cast eight miles, the state will con- 
struct a new 24 foot concrete pave- 
ment to cost $900,000. 


In addition, the state is looking 


forward to 1954 when right-of-ways 
are procured for further improve 
merit to U. S. Rts. 51/52, and 30. 


U. S. Rt. 52, from Polo to Dixon 


is slated for widening in 1954 when 
the right-of-ways arc purchased 
said Memlcr.

Grove to Ashton, U. S. Rt. 30, is 
expected to be widened and to have 
many curves cleminated. 


And U. S. Rt. 51 from Rochelle 


to Mendota is included among the 
anticipated improvements for 1954 


Bids for the construction work 


on the 1953 road improvement pro 
gram will be taken now and untii 
early in the summer, said Memlcr, 


Work is expected to get under 


way during the summer and may 
be completed before next winter 


Thz improvements are a part *of 


the overall state program which 
amounts to $105,000,000 of construc- 
tion.

overlapping taxation by federal, 
state and local governments is a

important 
problem 
but 


"rapid and sudden progress" in 
meeting it is not to be expected.

Grid Coaches 
Adopt Rigid 
Ethics Code 


Newsmen Protest 
Rule That Bars 
Them After Game 


WASHINGTON-<J>-College foot- 


ball coaches will put the finishing 
touches tonight on a rigid new code 
of ethics, and the president of the 
national body predicts adoption 
Friday "with few or no changes." 


"This is a move to protect our 


profession and to punish any mem- 
ber who does anything to tarnish 
that profession." said Carl Snave- 
ly, -who recently resigned as head 
coach at the University of 'North 
Carolina. 


The Football Writers of Ameri- 


ca oppose a section of the proposed 
code which forbids a reporter to 
enter the dressing room until 15 
minutes after a game. Bill Rives 
of the Dallas News, president of 
the writers' group, said he and 
other officers of his organization 
will appear before the coaches' 
trustees tonight to protest what he 
termed "an obstruction of freedom 
of the press." 


Follow School Policy 


Under the coda, a coach, under 


penalty of suspension or expulsion 
from the organization, is required 
to: 


1. Never take unfair advantage 


of an opponent. 


2. Be "without boastfulness and 


without bitterness." 


3. Never express publicly ill- 


feeling toward other coaches, play- 
ers or officials. 


4. Follow fully the policy of his 


institution. 


5. Never apply pressure to an 


admissions officer to admit a stu- 
dent because of his athletic ability. 


6. Before and after a game, al- 


ways exchange friendly greetings 
with the rival coach, be as incon- 
spicuous as possible during the 
game, be friendly and kindly at 
all times toward players and Al- 
ways be self-controlled and unde- 
monstrative. 


Result of Two Incidents 


7. Not make uncomplimentary 


remarks to officials or let players 
do it during a game. 


8. Take no part in polls and 


make no prediction on game out- 
comes. 


9. Allow a 15-minute cooling-off 


period before admitting reporters 
to dressing rooms after games. 


Snavely said the idea of an 


ethics code arose as the result of 
two unfortunate incidents: 


1. The injury to Drake's Johnny 


Bright in a game with Oklahoma 
A. and M. in 1951, and 


2. The charges the same year 


that Dartmouth went "out to get" 
Princeton's All-America Dick Kaz- 
maier. 


The former North Carolina and 


Cornell coach said he doubted that 
the subject of Notre Dame's so- 
called "sucker shift" would be con- 
sidered by the ethics committee. 


"This is strictly a rules problem 


or a problem for the officials," 
Snavely said. "However, the code 
would affect coaches who criticized 
the shift in public or for publica- 
tion."
